"THERE ARE OTHER PROBLEMS IN DOCTRINAL MATTERS, NO DOUBT 
FREE-WHEELING IN DOCTRINAL MATTERS IS CERTAINLY A STIMULANT FOR 
SCIENTIFIC AND THEOLOGICAL PROGRESS. HOWEVER, IT HAS CERTAIN

TRADITION, THERE IS AN AUTHORITY, AN ARBITER A JUDGE, AND IT IS 
THE POPE."

AND IT WAS POPE PAUL WHO -- ASSUMING THE THRONE OF SAINT 
PETER AS SUCCESSOR TO THE BELOVED POPE JOHN THE TWENTY-THIRD -- 
CONTINUED THE WORK JOHN HAD BEGUN IN THE ECUMENICAL COUNCIL. 
REFORM CARRIED OUT BY PAUL IN THE FIRST THREE YEARS OF HIS 
PAPACY ARE VIEWED AS BRINGING THE CHURCH INTO THE MODERN WORLD, 

THE MASS WAS SIMPLIFIED -- AND MANDATORY USE OF LATIN 
WAS DROPPED. THESE WERE BUT OUTWARD SYMBOLS OF A FUNDAMENTAL 
REVOLUTION IN THE CHURCH, FROM A RIGID SYSTEM UNDER WHICH PRIESTS 
ADMINISTERED RITES TO A LARGELY PASSIVE FLOCK OF THE FAITHFUL, 
VATICAN TWO BEGAN MORE DIRECT INVOLVEMENT OF LAYMEN IN THE LIFE 
OF THE CHURCH. 

SWEEPING CHANGES ENGENDERED SWEEPING REACTIONS, 
CONSERVATIVE CATHOLICS -- ACCUSTOMED TO A STRICT HIERARCHICAL 


APPROACH -=- WERE SHOCKED BY PAUL'S REFORMING ZEAL. FRENCH 
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ARCHBISHOP MARCEL LEFEBVRE TYPIFIES THE TRADITIONALISTS, HIS 
CONTINUED ORDINATION OF PRIESTS ACCORDING TO THE OLD RITES IS 
CONDEMNED BY THE VATICAN AS "ILLEGITIMATE" AND TENDING TO PROMOTE 
SCHISM IN THE CHURCH, 

ON THE OTHER END OF THE SCALE, LIBERAL PRELATES CHAFE AT 
PAUL'S REFUSAL TO GO FURTHER: HE HAS DESCRIBED THE CHURCH AS 
"TENACIOUSLY CONSERVATIVE" -- AND HAS BEEN UNYIELDING IN HIS 
INSISTANCE ON PRIESTLY CELIBACY AND HIS OPPOSITION TO ARTIFICIAL 
BIRTH CONTROL AND ABORTION, 

FATHER GRAHAM -- THE HISTORIAN -- TAKES THE HISTORICAL 
PERSPECTIVE -- AND VIEWS THE CHURCH AS AN ENDURING INSTITUTION 
DELICATELY BALANCED BETWEEN CHANGE AND TRADITION. POPE PAUL,
